the Appeal says he Is a candidate for 
United States Senator and Intends to 
remain In the fight until the finish. As 
a result consternation reigns In the 
ranks of Mr. Nixon's managers (that's 
plural). 
George, In order to main- 


tain the appearance that he has those 
thirty-one votes, up his sleeve has 
found it necessary to appoint numer- 
ous managers. 
However, It is still 


far from the thirty-one vote mark 
even when all the managers are count- 
ed. 
As the day of voting draws near 


the straits to which the Nixon men are 
reduced, becomes more apparent. They 
are endeavoring to pave the way for 
a few Fuslonlsts to vote for their 
man. 
The report has been quietly 


circulated that in the event Nixon has 
opposition In Republican ranks certain 
Puslonlsts will go over to the bank- 
er.

shows that such a course will probably 
not be tried; the Governor will get ev- 
ery Democratic-Silver vote In the Leg 
Inlature.

The question, though start- 


ling on its face is apparently possess- 
ed of many good qualities for In ad- 
dition. It also provides that ten per 
cent of citizen taxpayers can petition 
the Council and cause them to sub- 
mit a question of this kind to the peo- 
ple for action. It will at least do away 
with calling a special election for ev- 
ery question that comes up. 


This proposed change was favored 


by Attorney Cooke. who gave strong 
reasons why It should be adopted. His 
argument seemed to meet the approv- 
al of those present. 
An objection was 


raised against the title "citizen 
tax- 


payers," by Attorney Williams. 


City Attorney Williams in a strong 


argument opposed limiting the fran- 
chise to one class of citizens. He gave 
It as his opinion that American citi- 
zens should be allowed to vote on any 
matter. 
Mr. Cooke 'deemed that In 


matters pertaining to the mortgaging 
of the people's property, only property 
owners should have a right to vote. 
Both arguments had supporters.

The Coroner's Jury In the Inquest 


over the remains of Edward P. Kelly 
brought In a verdict laat night that 
the deceased came to his death from 
the effect* of a gun shot wound, the 
Kun being accidentally discharged In 
the hands of Prank Smith, of Derby 
Coroner Read spent the whole day in 
investigating the affair and a large 
number of witnesses were examined. 
The dying statement of Edward Kelly, 
in which he exonerated Smith of .all 
blame, was also read to the Jury. 


Smith had been exonerated of all 


blame at a hearing before Judge Brid- 
ges In Wadsworth prior to the death 
of Kelly but Coroner Read thought it 
'necessary to conduct an Inquisition and 
throw more light on the killing before 
Smith should be cleared o fall blame. 


Smith, Constable Qoldlng of Wads- 


worth, Gorman, a saloon 
man 
of 


Wadsworth, and a number of witness- 
es from Derby, testified at the Inves- 
tigation yesterday and the evidence all 
showed that Smith was In no way to 
blame for the shooting. 


Edward Kelly was 25 years of age

by laborers as "Eddie from D. C." His 
remains are now at Relnhard's under- 
taking parlors and may be shipped to 
Washington for Interment. 


Ole Olson, "The Terrible
